WAVE OF ANGER 
IN ISRAEL

JERUSALEM 

A wave of anger has swept through 
Israel following reports of the Egyp- 
tians intention to return to Gaza 
Resentment against the Government is 
mounting and some elements are 
clamouring for the immediate return 
of the Israeli forces to the area. Isracl. 
they declare. should formally annex 
the Strip. and if Unef cannot keep the 
Fgyptians out it should not be allowed 
io keep the Israelis out 

Assurances by Government leaders 
are being scoffed at in view of the 
recrudescence of terrorism from the 
Gaza Strip, with roads being mined 
and new thelts of the border settlers 
property, 

Mr Ben-Gurion addressing the 
Koesset on Wednesday, declared tha: 
israel reserved freedom of action in the 
event of the. Egyptians returning io the 
Gaza Strip. The Stnp, he said, had 
never belonged to the Egyptians, and ihic 
only purpose it would serve them would 
be to attack or to threaten Isracl. For 
the present the Government had taken 
political Measures. against altempis by 
the Egyptians to return to the Strip 
When action became appropriale and 
necessary. Israel would not give . prior 
notice Of ber actions.” 


Border Security 


The [sraeh Premier stated that the 
Government had set aside [£1,000,000 io 
safeguard the security of the Gaza border 
setticrs, and more money would be made 
available for that purpose if Rmecessary 
He had. instructed the Army headquarters 
siafll to prepare plans for ensuring the 
security of Israel's borders.

The Chairman of the South Afncan 
Zionist Federation, Mr. Isracl Dunsky, 
said that Israel had chosen to withdraw 
her forees from the disputed areas rather 
than antagonise the United States Gov- 
ernment and the overwhelming majority 
of the member-nations of the U.N. Only 
time would show whether the decision 
had been the right one.

Mr B. Mass (St. George's Settlement) 
moved the reference back of the pata- 
graph with the explanation that the Com- 
Mittee had not been unanimous on that 
Matter 

Mr. Moss assured the Board that there 
was no guestion of a witch hunt. But, 
he said, Mr. Orbach had made a public 
speech which had seriously disturbed not 


only the Board but the whole of Anglo- 
Jewry, and he had never withdrawn “he 

ending statement. Mr. Moss explained 
that the object of the reference back 
was to enable the Committee and the 
Board to reconsider their Posilion 
vis-a-vis the T.A.C.. which. in a way, 
was a sub-commitice of the Board and 
for which the Board was ultimately 
responsible. 

Mr. ALPRED Morais (Western), who 
seconded the reference back. said that 
the quicker the Board and the T.A.C. 
separated the better i would be for 
Anglo-Jewry. 

Alderman M. P. Greengross, Chairman 
of the T.A.C. and one of its representa- 
tives on the Board. said that when the 
Hon. Officers of the Council had con- 
sidered, way back ig September. Mr. 
Orbach's speech they had not for one 
moment even entertained the idea that 
he had intended to praise Nasser or to 
harm Israel and Jewry. They had been 
concerned only lest some of their mem- 
bers should gain the impression that the 
T.A.C. approved of what was a party- 
Political speech Alluding to Mr. 
Orbach's negotiations in Cairo, Mr. 
Greengross stated that the Hon. Officers 
of the T.A.C. had more information than 
was available to the Board even now. 
and added that when the full story would 
one day be told “those who seem 


genuinely concerned will change their 
views.” 


“ Marks of Persecution ” 


Mr. A. M. Lyons, QC. (Belfast), said 
that the Nasser speech by Mr. Orbach 
had been used by the Arab League for its 
anti-Israeli propaganda. 

Mr. A. Moriey (Maccabi) main- 
tamed that the campaign in certain 
quarters agaist Mr. Orbach had all the 
marks of persecution. When Mr. 
Orbach had referred to Nasser as his 
brother he had had in mind a time 18 
months before he had made his speech. 
He had then been to Cairo on important 
negotiations, which « would not be in 
the public interest to reveal now 

Mr. Percy Coenen, C.B.E. (West 
London Synagoguc), said that with the 
exception of Mr. Moss the Defence Com- 
mittee was “ very gullible “ and its report 
was “nauseating. He denied that there 
was any party-political prejudice against 
Mr. Orbach apart from the Jewish dislike 
of “ this repellent, disgusting phrase.”

Mr. Janner said that the Board was a 
deliberative assembly anxious for concilia- 
tioh and co-operation where that was 
possible without sacrifice of principle.

method of co-ordination in foreign affairs.

Suggestion to A.J.A. 


“ If the A.J.A. and the other organisa- 
tions,” the President went on, “ are really 
sincere about co-ordination and have ihe 
desire to make the communal! ¢nadeavour 
as a whole mos effective in the sphere 
of foreign aflairs ihey have (thts 
opportunity in the suggestion for 
co-ordination we have made to them, 
namely, thal we are prepared: 10 co-opt 
from each of these organisations onc 
representative who will be a member of 
the Board's Forcien Aflairs Commitice 
on exactly the same footing as any clecied 
member. If, in of any majority 
conclusion come to by the commiticc, 
any particular organisation still wishing 
io make Ks own separate approach, 1 
could do so aS long as it indicated that 
it was speaking for iiself alone, It seems 
to us that these long discussed proposals 
provide a real basis for effective work 
on bebalf of the community.” 

The President had carlier stressed that 
in matters of domestic concern, such as 
Jewish defence, Jewish aliens or shechita, 
and in matters affecting Jews abroad, it 
was the Board alone, as the elected repre- 
sentative body, which was authorised to 
speak and act on behalf of British Jewry 
as a whok. 

Before Mr. Shioimoviiz’s motion was 
put to the vote, the Board deali wih an 
amendment—proposed by Mr. L. Dome 
(Kingsbury) and seconded by Mr. S. G. 
pa Costa (Spanish and Portuguese). The 
amendment called on the Board's Bxecu- 
tive Committee to invite representatives 
not only from the A.J.A, but also from 
the other Anglo-Jewish bodies concerned 
in foreign affairs for ‘new consultations. 

The amendment was defeated by 55 
votes to Il,. with two abstentions. 

The motion itself was losi—only five 
members voting for it and 67 voting 
against. The report was subsequently 
adopted.

ERMON FOR THE WEEK 


FUNDAMENTALIST & ZEALOT 


HIS week's Reading of the 

Law is a test for the truly 

Jewish commentator. He 
must prove his ability to evade the 
primitive explanation of the funda- 
mentalist. Only when we see the 
historical background of the Bibli- 
cal texts do we penetrate into their 
true Meaning. The text of the 
Sidra, “Remember what Amalek 
did unto thee ~ (Deuteronomy xxv, 
17), is not a command to take 
revenge on the Amalekites, and the 
Haftara with the reference “ And 
Samuel hewed Agag into pieces ” 
(1 Samuel xv, 33) does not make 
the zealot a person whose example 
the Jew should follow. 

The term “totalitarian State” is of 
recent coimage, bul it stands for that 
inhumanity of which the word Amaleck 
reminds us. Who is that type of man 
who cannot but be cruel” The 
Greeks had the word ~™ political 
animal“; it as the type of man who 
is hot influenced by human con- 
science and acts like an automaton 
directed by the pressure which 
Originates from the herd. The 
political animal does not obey the 
commandment “Love thy neighbour 
aS thyself.” because he is nobody's 
neighbour ; he is an anonymous part 
of the equally anonymous multitude. 
Man who does not love his néighbour 
aS himself is cruel; he does what 
Amalek did to us. We Jews who 
remember what Amalek did to us are 
chosen to warn mankind of the 
danger of a history unredeemed by 
the intervention of justice and mercy ; 
we are chosen to preach the com- 
mandment “Love thy neighbour as 
thyself.” 


"THE zealot uses power and violence 

to achieve justice. This makes the 
zealot an un-Jewish type. There can 
be no doubt. about that. But at the 
same time, we have to admul that we 
meet the zealot in the pages of Jewish 
history. .“ Samuel hewed Agag into 
pieces.” And before Samuel there is 
Phinchas, “ who was very jealous ~ for 
God's sake. But Phinehas the zealot 
does not represent Jewish life. The 
Levites who were told “slay every 
man his brother, and every man. his 
companion,.and every man his neigh- 
bour ” (Exodus xxxii, 27) are involved 
in bitter tragedy. But these Levites 
belong to a history preceding the truly 
Jewish history. Our history is Jewish 


history, when it is the history of “ the 
people set apart.” In the Jewish his- 
tory in which the Jewish people is 
“the people set apart,” the Levites are 
priests, prophets, and teachers, and 
must not become zealots. The zealot 
is an Islamic, nota Jewish figure. That 
the zealot can raise his head in the 
Christian civilisation, and, alas, also 
in Jewish life, shows how near the 
three monotheistic religions are to 
each other, and how great is the 
danger to the Jew and Christian of 
becoming like the Mohammedans. 

Samuel stands before our eyes as a 
true prophet. We'see him as a boy 
ministering to Eli; we see him as a 
king-maker ; we see Samuel as an old 
man taking leave of his flock. We 
see him at these various stages of his 
life and love him : he is a true minis- 
ter to his people. In our Haftara we 
see him as a zealot killing Agag. 
The fundamentalist would defend 
Samuel in that roéle, too. and by that 
he would defend any zealot. 


WHEN we understand what a 

prophet is we shall reject the 
actions of a zealot. We who regard 
our Bible as holy need not be afraid 
to admut that there are various layers 
in this holy book, some belonging to 


an earlier, some to a later period. We | 


read in the Bible the history which 
made the Jewish people “the people 
set apart.” It is a history in which 
Samuel is different from Isaiah, and 
Isaiah different from Moses. But 
these and other differences represent 
one unity. The Bible leads eventually 
to that end where the Jewish people 
is “the people set apart.” 

That people looks to the prophets 
for guidance and rejects the zealot. 
In the literal interpretation of the 
fundamentalist the living word of God 
is not heard. The fundamentalist is 
a zealot himself. The zealot ignores 
the mercy of God. The fundamentalist 
ignores that mercy, too, in which God 


. is God of all ages.

London Synagoguc), said that with the 
exception of Mr. Moss the Defence Com- 
mittee was very guilible and its report 
was nauseating He demed that there 
was any party-political prejwdice against 
Mr. Orbach apart from the Jewish dislike 
of * this repellent, disgusting phrase.” 

Mr. S. W. Gow (Vine Court) recalled 
that there had been a time when a laree 
body of opinion im Israel had belheved m 
the possibility of coming to an arrange- 
ment with Nasser. He suggested that the 
Board should accept the report. That 
would not mean that they agreed with 
the sentiments expressed by Mr. Orbach, 
but « would mean that they refused to 
be a vehicle for a personal witch hunt 

Mr. G. §S. Sratsow (Kingsbury) said 
that like Mr. Dight, Mr. Greengross, and 
Mr. Gold. he. too, had seen documents 
which proved that Mr, Orbach s negotia- 
tions in Cairo had been m. the inicrest 
of both Israel and Jewry. 

Replying to the debate, Mr. Dight said 
that the question his Committee had to 
decide was not whether the speech had 
heen wise but whether it had done harm 
to the Jewish community. real damage 
and not merely that it had hurt someone 
Opposing the reference back, he stated 
that the relationship between the Board 
and the T.A.C. was under constant con- 
sideration. If there was any reason for 
altering the existing arrangements be- 
tween those two bodies, it should be done 
on the merits of the case and not in 
connection with the present controversy, 
which, he added, must not be allowed to

A J.A., and the Agudas Israch. For the 
one cxclusive loyalty he recognised was 
that to Klal Israel. -He appealed to the 
Foreign Aflairs and Executive Commit- 
tees of the Board to reconsider jointly 
the whole matter of restoring communal 
unity and to work out some proposals 
which the Board and the AJ.A. might 
be able to accept 

Mr. Janner said that the Board was a 
deliberative assembly anxious for conciiia- 
lion and co-operation where that was 
possible without sacrifice of principle 

“ Accordingly he said. “we went 
into long consultations with the A.J.A. 
and the other. bodes about a sutlabie 
method of co-ordination in foremgn affairs 
We found that ahhough they were—onc 
or two grudgingly—-prepared to agree that 
the Board was a duly authorised body

“ If the AJ.A. and the other organisa- 
tions,”’ the President went on, “ are really

The President had carlier stressed that 
in matters of domestic concern, such as 
Jewish defence, Jewish aliens or shechita, 
and in matters affecting Jews abroad, t 
was the Board alone, as the clected repre- 
sentative body, which was authorised to 
speak and act on behalf of British Jewry 
as a whok. 7 

Before Mr. Shioimovitz’s motion was 
put to the vote, the Board dealt with an 
amendment—proposed by Mr. L. Doma 
(Kingsbury) and seconded by Mr. S. G. 
pa Costa (Spanish and Portuguese). The 
amendment called on the Board's bxecu- 
tive Commitice to invite representatives 
not only from the A.J.A, but also from 
the other Anglo-Jewish bodies concerned 
in foreign affairs for new consultations. 

The amendment was defeated by 55 
votes to 11, with two abstentions. 

The motion itself was lost—only five 
members voting for it and 67 voting 
against. The report was subsequently 
adopicd.

ERMON FOR THE WEE 


FUNDAMENTALIST & ZEALOT 


HIS week's Reading of the 

Law is a test for the truly 

Jewish commentator. He 
must prove his ability to evade the 
primitive explanation of the funda- 
mentalist. Only when we see the 
historical background of the Bibli- 
cal texts do we penetrate into their 
true meaning. The text of the 
Sidra, “Remember what Amalek 
did unto thee ~ (Deuteronomy xxv, 
17), 1s not a command to take 
revenge on the Amalekites, and the 
Haftara with the reference “ And 
Samuel hewed Agag into pieces ” 


(L Samuel xv, 33) does not make 


the zealot a person whose example 
the Jew should follow. 

The term “totalitarian State” is of 
recent coimage, but it stands for that 
inhumanity of which the word Amalek 
reminds us. Who is that type of man 
who cannot but be cruel? The 
Gsrecks had the word  ~™ political 
animal “; it is the type of man who 
S$ not influenced by human con- 
science and acts like an automaton 
directed by the pressure which 
Originates from the herd. The 
political animal does not obey the 
commandment “Love thy neighbour 
as thyself.” because he is nobody's 
neighbour; he is an anonymous part 
of the equally anohymous multitude 
Man who does not love his neighbou: 
as himself is cruel; he does what 
Amaick did to us. We Jews who 
remember what Amaick did to wus are 
chosen to warn mankind of _ the 
danger of a history unredeemed by 
the intervention of justice and mercy ; 
we are chosen to preach the com- 
mandment “Love thy neighbour as 
thyself.” 


"THE zealot uses power and violence 

to achieve justice. This makes the 
zealot an un-Jewish type. There can 
be no doubt about that. But at the 
same time, we have to admit that we 
meet the zealot in the pages of Jewish 


history. “Samuel hewed Agag into 
pieces.” And before Samuel there 1s 
Phinchas. “ who was very jealous — for 


God's sake. But Phinehas the zealot 
does not represent Jewish life. The 
Levites who were told “slay every 
man his brother, and every man his 
companion, and every man his neigh- 
bour ” (Exodus xxxii, 27) are involved 
in bitter tragedy But these Leviies 
belong to a history preceding the truly 
Jewish history. Our history is Jewish 


history, when it is the history of “ the 
people set apart.” In the Jewish his- 
tory in which the Jewish people is 
“the people set apart,” the Levites are 
priests, prophets, and teachers, and 
must not become zealots. The zealot 
is an Islamic, not a Jewish figure. That 
the zealot can raise his head in the 
Christian civilisation, and, alas, also 
in Jewish life, shows how near the 
three monotheistic religions are to 
each other. and how great is the 
danger to the Jew and Christian of 
becoming like the Mohammedans. 

Samuel stands before our eyes as a 
true prophet. We'see him as a boy 
ministering to El; we see him as a 
king-maker ; we see Samuel as an old 
man taking leave of his flock. We 
see him at these various stages of his 
hfe and love him : he is a true minis- 
ter to his people. In our Haftara we 
see him as a Zealot killing Agag. 
The fundamentalist would defend 
Samuel in that role, too, and by that 
he would defend any zealot. 


WHEN we understand what a 

prophet is we shall reject the 
actions 6f a zealot. We who regard 
our Bible as holy need not be afraid 
to admut that there are various layers 
in this holy book, some belonging to 
an earlier, some to a later period. We 
read in the Bible the history which 
made the Jewish people “the people 
set apart.” It is a hestory in which 
Samuel is different from Isaiah, and 
Isaiah different from Moses. But 
these and other differences represent 
one unity. The Bible leads eventually 
to that end where the Jewish people 
is “the people set apart.” 

That people looks to the prophets 
for guidance and rejects the zealot. 
In the. literal interpretation of the 
fundamentalist the living word of God 
is not heard. The fundamentalist 1s 
a zealot himself. The zealot ignores 
the mercy of God. The fundamentalist 
ignores that mercy, too, in which God 


is God of all ages.

‘COMPENSATION FOR EGYPTIAN JEWS 


W.I.C. Approach to Government 


ne: By a Correspondent 


Mr. A. L. Easterman, Political 
Director of the World Jewish Con- 
gress (British Section), was received 
last Friday by Mr. W. D. Ormsby- 
Gore, M.P.. Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs, with whom he dis- 
cussed the international aspects of the 
measures taken by the Nasser Govern- 
ment against the Jews in Egypt. 

Among the matters considered was 
the payment of compensation and 
restitution to refugees in respect of 
property confiscated by the Egyptian 
authorities or compulsorily aban- 
doned by reason of the anti-Jewish 
measures 


It is understood that these suggestions 
were sympathetically received. Legal and 
political measures by which compensa- 
tion of restitution can be obtained will 
have to be studied. It is pointed out that 
similar questions arise im connection with 
the claims of British nationals who have 
received similar treatment by the Egyptian 
authorities, and that the whole question 
will probably be discussed within the 
framework of mutual claims between 
Britain and Egypt. 

The World Jewish Congress ts to 
approach other Western countries im the 
matter. 

According to “ authoritative reports ~ 
received by the WJ.C.. about 14,000 
Jews—one third of Egypt's Jewish popu- 
lation—had left the country by the be- 

inning of March, it is stated In a 

‘JC. gurvey. “The Persecution of 
Jews in Egypt.” published in London this 
week. Over 10,000 Jews have arrived by 
sea in Greece, aly, and France, while 
another 7.000 arrived by air. The W.J.C. 
estimates that about 1,000 Jews arrived 
in Europe before registration had started. 

“The properties of some 500 Jewish- 
owned rms or families have been 
sequestrated and their bank . accounts 
frozen,’ the report says. “ The victims 


of these measures, often forced out of 
their businesses, are allowed to draw £E75, 
from, their own funds but their business 
is operated by Egyptian “trustees.” Of 
the firms originally subject to sequestra- 
tion several have apparently recently had 
the wuestration withdrawn and the 
bank accounts of Jews still 
remaining have sometimes been restored 
to them.” Jews whose property has been 
sequestrated wishing to leave Egypt are 
forced to sign a declaration relinquishing 
any claim to their property. 

“ Even more critical than the position 
of property owners is the situation of 
Jewish wage- and salary-carners, says 
the report. 


A.J.A. PRESIDENT ON 
GAZA CRISIS 


In a statement issued on Wednesday 
on the situation in Gaza following 
Egypt's appointment of a Governor 
for the area. Mr. R. N. Carvalho, 
President of the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation, Says: 

“Those of us who remember the “Ws 
will recognise the behaviour of a dictator 
who makes promises which he promptly 
repudiates once he has achieved his end 
Colonc! Nasser is true to type. No sooner 
has Israel honoured agreements reached 
with the United States and the United 
Nations to quit the Gaza Strip than Egypt 
appears to be flouting the authority of 
the United Nations. 

“ How is the United Nations to retain 
any authority if it cannot Maintain agrec- 
ments reached after anxious debate, or 
resolutions passed at its Assemblics ? ” 
asks Mr. ng “it common 
knowledge that President Eisenhower and 
Mr. Dulles persuaded the Israclis to 
withdraw,” the statement goes on, “ and 
it is for the Americans to ensure Israc! 
the rights which are hers. 

“ Many people in Israel! will be feeling 
depressed and dejected: they can take 
heart that the great bulk of world opinion 
is on their side,” the statement concludes.

REFUGEES FROM EGYPT 
Plea for Admission to Britain 


BY OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT 


Miss Patrica Hornspy-SMITH, 
Under-Secretary, Home Office, was 
involved in exchanges with Jewish 
Labour M.P.s in the Commons last 
Friday, when the Government were 
urged to treat sympathetically the 
claim for admission to Britain of cer- 
tain Jewish refugees expelled from 
Egypt. 

Miss Hornsby-Smith announced that 
Britain had admitied 166 Stateless Jews 
from Egypt. 

The clash came when she was asked 


to deal with the position of a Statciess 
man with a British wife. 

Mr. Mavaice (Lab., Willesden, 
E.) said that such a woman was not 
allowed to come to Britain, but was told 


that she should go to the country ol + 


her husband's origin, although he was 
Stateless 

Miss Hornsby-Smith replied that the 
Government had already gone into some 
of those cases. 

“It is true to say that many persons 
of Jewish origin are perfectly free to go 
to Israel,” she added. “li seems to me 
to be a poor argument, aficr the con- 
tinued support which successive Govern- 
menis have given to providing thai there 
should be a State .of Israel.” 


20,000 Jews Expelled 


Mr. Barnerr Janner (Lab... Leicester. 
N.W.) protested that sympathetic action 
had not heen taken im many cases. 

The debate was opened by Mr. Orbach, 
who said that up to 20,000 Jews, of all 
nationalities or none, had been expelied 
from Egypt. It was quite possible tha! 
the remaming $0,000 might be compelicd 
to leave. 

Their wealth was confiscated and, it 
had been reported. their jewellery was 
taken from their persons and rings torn 
from their fingers. They had been 
involved in, and were still receiving, a 
great deal of brutahty from customs 
officers. 

has this question not. heen 
raised by our representatives ai the 
United Nations?" demanded Mr 
Orbach. “Has “ been raised wih the 
United States? Is it that, in their new 
reapptaisal of policy in the Middle East, 
they have stopped us raising tt in the 
United Nations? Is it that we,are get- 
ung so quiet about this issuc, because we 
are seeking a rapprochement with the 
Government of Egypt ?” 

With regard to the Arab refugees, he 
deciared that something must be done to 
break the influences which had deiter- 
mined that nothing should be done to 
help them. The director of the United 
Nations Relief and Works Agency, he 
pointed out, had complained about the 
lack of co-operation and ihe obstacics 
placed in the way by the Arab Govern- 
menis, 

“ It is criminal that, just as the Israclis 
were robbed of their viciory over Egypt 
by the adventures of Britain and France, 
so the world is being robbed of an 
opportunity of secing a section of the 
refugee problem solved,’ he said. 

Mr. Orbach suggested that the 
£10,000,000 which had been given to 
Jordan should be devoted not for relief 
but for the resettlement of these refugees. 
The U.S.A. Government should also be 
asked to provide a similar sum. 


Action At U.N. Urged 


Mr. Janner said that Miss Hornsby- 
Smith had not quite appreciated what 
the situation meant for Egyptian Jewish 
refugees. In many respects it compared 
with what happened when attacks were 
made by the Nazis on the Jewish com- 
munity in Germany. He was certain 
that the Secretary-General of the Unnted 
Nations knew what was happening—he 
had had an investigation there—but it 
had mever yet been properly brought 
before the United Nations. He asked 
the Government to press for the facis 
to be put before that bod,, so that the 
world would know exactly what was 
happening. People who had lived. in 
Egypt. for many years were having their 
property taken from them and large 
numbers had .been arrested. 

“I speak with a knowle of this 
subiect, because I happen to hold office 
in the representative y of the Jewish 
community in this country,” said Mr. 
Janner. “ Many of these people come 
to us and we do what we can. 

“There are Jewish bodies who collect 
large sums of money for relief, and 
practically every Jewish person im this 


country who can do so contributes help 
in this way, as well as aiding the economy 
of this country. Even for the Hun- 

rians, money has been paid by the 
ewish community over and above ihe 
comributions which come from other 
sources.” 


BRITISH FIRMS TRADING 
WITH ISRAEL 


Pakistan High Commissioner’s 
Action 


Sir Prummer (Lab., Dept- 
ford) said in the Commons last weck 
that the Pakistan High Commissioner, 
acting on behalf of Saudi Arabia, had 
issued a notice to British firms requir- 
ing a declaration from them that they 
were not trading with Israel before 
these firms could receive import 
heences from the Saudj Arabian 
Government. 

In a question to Mr. Serwyn Lioyp, 
Foreign Secretary, he asked what action 
it was proposed to take in protection of 
the British wmiterests involved, 

Mr. Lioyd rephed that he was not 
aware that the Pakistan High Commus- 
sioner had issued any notice to British 
firms im the terms referred to by Sir 
Lesic. bul a notice had been sued 
requiring firms to make a declaration 
that they had no investments or other 
similar interests in Israel 

He added that the Secretary for Com- 
monwealth Relavons (Lord Home) had 
been assured by the Pakistan High Com- 
missioner that this requiremem was not 
intended to impose any additional restric- 
tions on British firms trading with Saud: 
Arabia. 

The Pakistan High Commissioner was 
acting in this matter on behalf of: the 
Saud: Arabian Government, for whose 
miecresis in the United Kingdom he was 
responsible. 

Sir Leshe sand the Pakistan Govern- 
ment were scarcely neutral in this maiier, 
in sO far as they had taken an active 
part in proposing sanctions against Israci. 

He produced a photographed copy of 
a Statement issued by the Pakisan 
Government on January 15,. which, he 
said, laid down five conditions which 
barred British firms who were having 
dealings with Israci from dealing with 
Saudi Arabia. 

“Is not sow clear,” asked Sir Leslie, 
“that the Government's policy of con- 
siamtly sayimg, before the Suez troubles 
took place, that they neither condoned 
nor approved the Arab boycoll, was an 
incitement to the Arab countries to g0 
on with this boycott ? 

“Will the Government not now 
become true friends of lIsrac!l and take 
the necessary steps to stop this atiack 
on Breish trade and on Israel iself 

Mr. Lioyd replied that he did not think 
anyone could suggest that the Govern- 
ment had given any encouragement to 
this boycou. They had disapproved of 
it from the beginning. The Pakistan 
High Commissioner was acling in this 
matier aS a representative of Saudi 
Arabia and he could not accept what Si 
Leshe said about Pakistan Government 


policy. 
SPEIDEL’S APPOINTMENT 


A strong protest at the appointment 
of the German General Speidel to 
high military office in Nato was made 
by Mr. EMANUEL SHinwett (Lab.. 
Easington), in the Commons on 
Monday. 

“1 think it is appalling,” he declared. 
” There is no doubt that until 1944, when 
General Speicel was supposed to have 
been involved in a plot against Hiitler 
although that is not very clear—he was 
an ardent supporter of the Nazi régime. 

“In 1941, when he was associated with 
the German Forces of Occupation in 
Paris, he was responsible for the order 
that was given—at all events he had some 
part in that order—for the execution of 
1000 aileged Communists and Jewish 
refugees.” 

“IT would object to any German 
General of any character and of any 
quality at present being in command of 
British troops,” Mr. Shinwell added. 

Mr. Junian Amery, Under-Secretary 
for War, replying, said that General 
Speidel’s appointment had been approved 
by the German Social Democrats. 

He was Unable, he added, to find any 
evidence to rt the . allegations 
reported by Mr. Shinwell. So far as he 
knew, there was no truth in them.

JUDAISM’S COMMON 
BOND 


Lady Henriques’ Views 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Lady Henriques, co-founder of the 
Bernhard Baron St. George's Jewish 
Settlement, in the fourth address in the 
series “ Judaism—What it Means to 
Me,” at the New West End Synagogue 
Communal Centre, W.2, on Sunday, 
recalled that when she started work 
in East London 45 years ago it was 
a centre of Orthodoxy, but after a 
few years it became very apparent that 
a gap was manifesting itself between 
foreigi-born parents and their British- 
born children. 

The parents, she said, understood 
every word of their prayers in Hebrew 
but the children did not. They were 

enerally tending, therefore, to fall away 
rom attending the synagogue with their 
parents. Eventually they became bored, 
and was then, together with her hus- 
band, that she knew there was something 
for her to do. 

It was then that she also realised, Lady 
Henriques cominued, why it was that 
Synagogue music had always meant so 
much to her and how she could make 
use of the teachings which she had 
received in her home. 

No matter what shade of Judaism they 
represented she felt she could be as 
much at one with the Chassidic rabbis 
-~-as she had been in Belsen—as she could 
be with the most Liberal rabbi—as she 
had been in Melbourne—or as much at 
hame with a coloured Jew in Bombay 
as she was in Stepney.

It is one of history's ironic acts of 
requital that the area ot the former 
“Pale” the borderland between 
Poland and Russia, sweeping in a great 
arc from Lithwania to Rumania and 
the Carpathians, may come to be 
known as the “ Fertile Crescent” of 
Jewish life. | 

The contribution made by this con- 
centration of Jewish communities to 
both Jewish and world creative 
thought and art during the past 200 
years is not to be measured in an 


article: nm is a@ fruitfal subject for a 
book. 


In other circumstences Samuel Alman, 
whose tenth Yahrzeit will be comme- 
moraticd in July next. and who 
was born in Podolia. might well have 
been listed amone those Jews who gave 
primarily to the world: in ‘his youth 
im Russia he had passed through the 
Odessa Conservatoire, like so many other 
Jewish musicians, and was mM con- 
tact with the Jewish Folk-Song Society 
of Petersburg. If he had not. come to 
England the course of his artistic life 
would have been very different, and his 
position as a creative artist might have 
been more adequaicly recognised. 
Instead, on arriving in London in 1906, 
to study first at the Guildhall School of 
Music. then at the Royal College of 
Music, he devoted himself to musical 
activities within British Jewry, and more 
especially to the enrichment of liturgical 
Music. 


Yiddish Opera 
That he had great potentialities as a 


composer was revealed im 1912 While 
choirmaster to the Great Synagogue he 


helped in that year to found a Yiddish : 


Grand Opera Company with head- 
quarters mn the East End, and wrote for 
it an opera, “ King Ahaz.” Tt was the 
first grand opera with a Yiddish Iretto, 
and it achieved a ce gd success 
nperfouned 40 times in the followme 
year or so. He was also responsible for 
the Yiddish translations of several of 
the librettos Rigoletto. Faust,” 

Rarber of Seville.” and “ Cavalleria 
Rusticana “used in the company's pro- 
ductions of standard works 


But when. in 1916, Alman took up the 
appointment of chommeaster al the 
Hampsiead Synagogue, combmimng .with 
it for a time the duties of Musical director 
ithe Bayswater Svnagogue, his activities 
were More and more concentrated on 
compositions. for synagogal setvice, and 
on the problems of Jewish choral perfor- 
mance Consequently his output of 
instrumental music during the greater 
part of his career was comparatively 
small. Even so, bis Ebraica quartet 
won the high esteem of.so discerning a

musician as the late Hubert Foss, and 
it was published, as well as other works 
of by the ord University Press. 
So & is chiefly in the field of vocal 
choral music that Alman'’s work has lived 
on, ‘(hough not always is bie name temem- 
bered .m commection ¢ven with his own 
compesitions. His arfangements and 
original settings of folk-songs, and pocms 
by Jewish poets, are many, and are dis- 
tinguished by his original exploitation of 
Eastern European cadences and rhythms, 
As the years passed his work as choir- 
master led him to devote More and more 
his creative powers to the provision 
of music for varios parts of the syna- 
gogue service, for the Holy Days, and 
the Sabbath liturgy. His main achieve- 
ments in this ficld were a Sabbath Eve 
and a Sabbath Morning Service Book, 
followed by a second book composed 
for the Hampstead Synagogue in 1938. 
He wrote a number of compositions for 
the Rev. A. Katz of the Great Syna- 
goguc, one of the finest caniors of his 
day, and many of Alman’s liturgical 
pieces aré well known to cantors and 
congregations all over the country. 


Composer of Genius 


It is this organic quality above all 
that sets them apart from the average 
synagogal piece, and im this respect 
Samuel Alman was a composer of genius, 
That was recognised in 1929, when his 
Rotson was the item performed 
by the first prize-winning. soloist in the 
cantoral class of THe JewrsH CHRONICLE 
Music Festival, 

Alman carly realised the need for the 
singing of secular choral music im the 
Jewish community, and there are still 
many who remember the great days 
of he “Halevi” choir, a  pioncer 
attempt to develop interest in Jewish 
music among the British community, and 
one which had many years of success. 
As a choirmaster of both synagoga! and 
secular choirs he was always work- 
ing tor a revival of interest in Jewrsh 
traditional music, and af a time when 
choral and solo pieces of this type were 
almost unknown he provided his choirs 
with their raw materials in the shape 
of original works and arrangements. 

Of his many kindly acts, amone which 
hes care for Joel Engel, when the 
Russmn-Jewish composer was passing 
through England should be mentioned, 
there afte many to bear witness it 
night and fitting that his tenth yahrzeit 
should be marked by a-concert* devoted 
to performance of some of his instru- 
mental and vocal works Though no 
concert can fully recall the fine quality 
of his personality or the integritv of his 
eharacter, will sérve to show thal dur- 
ing his years in London a truly fine 
artist and great Jew tee im our midst.

An Ark, to be used at the children’s 
services, was presented by the local 
branch of Ajex to the Hackney Syna- 
gogue Hebrew Classes at their annual 
prizegiving. held on Sunday, at the 
synagogue hall, Brenthouse Road, E.9.

country.

Ajex Protest Against “Shocking” Appointment

A resolution 53 deploring ~ the sup- 
wt given by the British Government 
‘ the appointment of Lt.-General 
cas Speidel as Commander of 


Nato Central Buropean Land 
Forces was unanimously adopted at a 
meeting held by the Willesden branch 
of the Ajex, at Anson Hall, N.W.2,

The meeting called on the Government 
to cive “urgent reconsideration to the 
westion of appomting German officers 
in command posts in the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation. 

\ddressing the meeting, Mr, Maurice 
Orbach, M.P., said that Gesteral Speidel’s 
sppointment was “more shocking than 
ioviteag that had happened since 1945.” 
in view of the mass persecution of Jews 
in Nazi Germany it would be shocking 
fa Jew had to salute a Nazi officer who 
might have been responsible for the death 
of tus relatives, the speaker stated. “I 


against Speidel’s intment 
Sot only Jew and on 
grounds, but also for political reasons.” 
It was better to leave a vacuum in 
Central Europe and to neutralise Ger- 
Many than to have a Germany bristling 
with arms, where any spark might se 
off a third world war, Mr. Orbach said. 

Major Lionel Rose, MBE. gave a 
warning that the appointment of Spcide! 
and the introduction of German officers 
into Nato headquarters would lead 
to such a “predominant position of 
Germans within the organisation that it 
will decide the fate of Europe in 
accordance with Germany's interests.” 
The appointment was “criminally 
stupid“ and a “ disastrous error of 
judgment” which, if not reversed, would 
be bitterly regretted in years to come, he 
added 

There were lively exchanges between 
the two prospective Conservative Parlia- 
mentary candidates for East and West 
Willesden. Mr. Trevor Skect and Mrs. 
Pamela Brooks, M.B.E.. on the one 
hand, and the plat- 
form and the floor, 
on the other, 
the former declared 
that they would 
absiain from voting 
for the resolution. 
Although invited to 
sit on the platform. 
they preferred to 
remam among the 
audience and spok,y 
from the floor, 

Mr. Skeet said 
that the Germans 
were “not neces- 
sarily thus friends 
and while depreca- 
tine the persecution 
of Jews by the Nazis. 
he suggested that 
Speide! be given “a 
chance.” Address- 
ing humnself to the 
Jews present at the 
meeting, he asked 
whether i was proper 
to sav to the Germans that they could 
never live down their past. “As Christians 
we are saying: Is your challenge going to 
go on for all time? “ The speaket though 
that according to a trué “ Christian 
attitude " they should await developments 
and “ defer their wdgment.” 

Mrs. Brookes admitted that during her 
Many trips to Germany after the war she 
had found “ very little shame ” among the 
population for all the wrongs committed 
y the Nazis. “I loathe the thought,” 
she said, “that they had to rearm and 
that a Nazi German egeneral will now 
be in command.” Yet. for reasons of 
“cold logic” she would abstain from 
voting for the resolution, she declared.

A PEOPLE’S GUILT 
Mr. Reitlinger’s Assertion

Mr. Gerald Reitlinger, the author 
of “The Final Solution” and.” The 
S.S.—Alibi of a Nation,” was the 
Speaker at Tuesday's Luncheon Club 
meeting of the A.J.A., over which 
Professor Norman Benatwich, O.B.E.. 
presided, at Folman’s Restaurant, W.1. 

Referring to the review of his book 
“ The 5.S.—-Ala’i of a Nation,” by Mr. 
Trevor Roper in the Sunpay Times, Mr. 
Reitlinger suid that there was some sub- 
stance in the criticism that he had beca 
very unkind to the German Conservatives 
and that he had turned his back wherever 
a German Conservative had been 
executed for his part in the bomb pilot. 
Bui, personally, said Mr, Reitlinger, he 
was no addict of that legend of the 
German resistance. He felt that today 
many authors, including Mr. Roper. 
wring about this subject, were helping 
to build up a new “ stab-in-the-back ~ 
legend. 


Career Bureaucrats 


it had been said that the German 
people were not there when the crimes 
were commitied, Mr. Reitlinger went on, 
and that # there were any culprits at all 
they were German career bureaucrats 
who worked together with the SS. He 
did not accept this criticism of the book 
cither, because when one remembered 
the enormous stale on which the 
ordinary professional German bureaucrat 
combined these measures of murder of 
the Jews, the shooting of hostages, the 
deportations to Germany, and so on, he 
4:4 not feel that the peaple of Germany 
today could take cover behind # and 
simply say that “a lot of civil service 
bureaucrats did these things and the great 
German soul remained unaffected.” 

There was, declared Mr. Reithneger, no 
clear division at all between the ficid $.S. 
and the S.S. police formations and the 
concentration camp guards. “I think,” 
said. Mr. Reitlinger, “that for these 
peaple to be recruited in a national army 
and, worse stil, to command British or 
French troops, is nothing but a perfect 
insuk.” 

Professor Bentwich said that Mr. Reit- 
lnger's book “The Final. Solution 
(published by Vallentine, Mitchel) had 
made a deep impression not only upon 
the people of this country, Amenca, and 
Isracl, but also on the Germans.

Rabbi Swift’s Criticism

Sharp criticism of a custom in 
the community of having “ drinks and 
toasis after a funeral was expressed 
by Rabbi Morris Swift, Principal 
Rabbi of the Federation of Syna- 
gogues, when he spoke at the annual 
Federation Chevra Kadisha Se'uda 
held at the hall of the Commercial 
Road Great Synagogue, London, E., 
on Sunday. 

The Seuda is held every year on 
the traduional day (Adar 7) of the birth 
and death of Moses. The Se'uda was 
attended by many rabbis of the Federa- 
tion and Rabti Porush, a former 
Mayor of Jerusalem. Mr. M. Lederman, 


President of the Federation, was in the 
chair 


Rabbi Swift said that he was deter- . 


mined to preserve the character of the 
Federation. There must be sanctity, 
including sanctity of the dead. He 
had noticed that when people return 
from funerals they sit down and drink 
and propose toasts. The whole sanctity 
of the shiva and of the dead disappeared 
in the overwhelming mass of cating and 


drinking.

After speaking of the large number of 
emissaries from.  yeshivot and other 
worthy institutions in Israel and in this 
country who ask the Federation for 
financial support, Rabbi Swift expressed 
regret that the Federation did not have

Mr. Lederman paid tribute to the work 
that Rabb: Swift was doing for the 
Federation and said that Rabbi Swift 
was trying to form a youth organisation 
similar to the Sinai League formed by 
the late Rabbi Dr. H. Jung at the 
beginning of the First World War. 
Rabbi Swift, he added, would have the 
whole of the Federation behind him in

YUGOSLAV POLICY 
TOWARDS ISRAEL 


Head of Parliamentary 
. Delegation Questioned

Mr. Moshe Pijade, head of the 
Yugoslav Parliamentary delegation in 
this country, tried to defend Yugo- 
Slavia’s policy towards Isracl at a 
crowded luncheon of the Foreign 
Press Association on Tuesday. 


The only Jew among the leading Yugo- 
slav Communisis, Mr. Pijade is of 
Sephardi origin and a painter and 
journalist by profession. He spent four- 
teen years in prison during the monarchy. 
In the war against the Germans. he led 
partisan combat groups in Bosnia. Mr. 
Pijade was the leading pamphietecr on 
Marshal Tito’s side in the propaganda war 
with the Soviet Union after Yugoslavia’s 
expulsion from. the Comuinform. 

r. Pijade was asked why Yugoslavia 
was conducting an anti-Israel policy. He 
replied with some heat and embarrass- 
ment that Yugoslav policy was ncither 
pro-Egyptian nor anti-Isracli, but a 
policy of co-existence and national 
sovereignty. Yugoslavia felt obliged to 
be on the side of the aggressed. 

Then he was asked by another corre- 
spondent why Yugoslavia, pledged to a 
policy “ of active peaceful co-<xistence,”’ 
supported Egypt which was determined io 
destroy Israci. Again Mr, Pijade, after 
an embarrassed interval, said that this 
was a one-sided question. The two 
countries were neighbours and both think 
they are right, but they must both think 
of peace and co-operation, There were 
faults on both sides, and Yugoslavia 
would make both sides understand that 
a peaceful solution was necessary, 

ugoslavia could not be interested in 
one side only. The Isracli Government 
had acknowledged that Yugoslavia had 
entertained friendly relations with Isracl 


for many years, but that was no reason 
for hia via to accept the faults 
rae 


Mr, Pijade announced that Yugoslavia 
would not withdraw het contingent from 
the Unef and would act only under the 
orders of General Burns.

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PURIM 


THES the season of Purim, 
which is traditionally the most care- 
free and hilarious of all festivals 
in the Jewish calendar. It partakes, 
indeed, more of a rumbustious 
springtime carnival than of reli- 
gious solemnity. But according to 
tradition, a certain austerity should 
mark its approach. Yesterday was 
the Fast of Esther, observed in 
remembrance of the three days’ fast 
proclaimed by Esther before the 
time of tral and deliverafice. 
Tomorrow is known as Shabbat 
Zacher, when special Seriptural 
readings in the synagogue liturgy 
recall the inhumanity of Amalek, 
who represents the prototype of 
the ruthless persecutor of Jewry 
throughout the ages. Yet this 
austere setting seems _ largely 
designed to throw into still brighter 
radiance the coming of the festival. 
So, on Saturday evening and Sun- 
day next, Adar 14—and again on 
Monday for those who. observe 
Shushan Purim—all Jewish com- 
munities throughout the world will 
once more be keeping this annual 
occasion of gatety and merriment. 

Once again we shall read in the 
Megilla, the Biblical Scroll of 
Esther, the story of the wonderful 
deliverance that was wrought for 
our forefathers the ancient 
Persian Empire over 24 centuries 
ago. In that scroll it ts related how, 
when our ancestors had been 
saved from their enemies, Mordecai 
and Esther instituted the observ- 
ance of “the days wherein the 
Jews had rest from their enemies, 
and the month which was turned 


unto them from sorrew to. glad-. 
ness, and from mourning into 


good day: that they should make 
them days of feasting and gladness, 
and of sending portions one to 
another, and gifts to the poor.” 
And what is no. less significant for 
an understanding of the true mean- 
ing of Jewish tradition 1s the later 
passage in the narrative which 
records how this festival became 
a perpetual observance for all 
Jewry. For “the Jews ordained, 
and took upon them, and upon 
their seed, and upon all such as 
joined themselves unto them, so as 
it should not fail, that they should 
keep these days, according to the 
appornted time thereof, every year ; 
and that these days should be 
remembered and kept throughout 
every. generation, every family, 
every province, and every city ; and 
that these days of Purim. should 
not fail from among the Jews, nor 
the memorial of them perish from 
their seed.” 

t ws this awareness of the abid- 
ing pattern of Jewish history that 
enables our people, in all ages and 
in all lands, to enjoy the perennial 
freshness of each recurring Purim. 
With what spontaneous and whole- 
hearted zest, for example, must this 
festival have been celebrated by 
the congregation that. assembled 
exactly three centuries ago jin the 
first Synagogue of the Resettlement 
that had just been built in London. 
In the British Museum is a des- 
cription written by a non-Jewish 
visitor of five years later—it con- 
tains the earliest detailed account 
of this synagogue—who recorded, 
inter alia; “My Rabbi told me 
afterwards to come .and see the 
feast of Purim, which they kept, he 
said, for the deliverance from 
Haman’s Conspiracy, mentioned in 
the Book of Esther; in which they 
use great knocking and stamping 
when Haman is mentioned.” And 
three centuries later, when a tiny 
remnant of Israel in this island has 
grown into a great and flourishing 
community, the festival will be kept 
with unabated enthusiasm. 


The events and characters of the 
Megilla, although they belong to an 
ancient Persian scene, are so recog- 
nisably true of the underlying facts 
of Jewish history in all times and 
countries. How often has this tale 
of calumny and suffering,.of peril 
and deliverance, been repeated in 
our people's annals! The wieked 


machinations of Haman have been. 


imitated by many successors, of 
whom, as is already. apparent, 
Hitler was not the last. Nor is the 
character of an Ahasuerus, with his 
vacillation and opportunism, by 
any means unknown to our con- 
temporary world. Aft the same 
time, however, the devotion. of 
Mordecai and the courage of 


Esther are fortunately not wanting 
in present-day Jewry. Above all, 


this festival of ‘Purim reminds us. 


of the innate resilience and gaiety 
of spirit which characterise the 
Jewish people, and which impel it 
never to surrender to despair but 
to laugh its way to triumph. 


EYES ON GAZA 


IT is not difficult to appreciate 
the exasperation of the Israelis at 
the latest turn of events in the Ciaza 
Strip. Whatever may have been 
the “assumptions” derived from 
President Eisenhower on which Mr. 
Ben-Gurion based his decision to 
withdraw from Egyptian territory, 
public opinion has been lied to 
believe that the conditions included 
an assurance that Egyptian admini- 
stration would not return to Gaza. 
Indeed, the whole machinery for 
United Nations administration was 
being established when Colonel! 
Nasser coolly announced that he 
was appointing his own civil 
Governor for the area. 
has caused widespread consterna- 
tion and js rightly regarded as an 
outright challenge to President 
Eisenhower and the United States 
Governnient. Since it is pot yet 
known precisely what assurances 
the Americans received from the 
Egyptians and gave to the Israelis, 
it is difficult to say just how far 
the Egyptians have gone back on 
their word or President Eisenhower 
has failed to live up to his assur- 
ances. Doubtless it was fairly 
generally accepted on both sides 
that sooner or later the Egyptians 
would demand the return of 
administrative responsibility, but 
few people can have anticipated 
that they would have acted so soon 
or in such a high-handed manner. 
So long as they had been assured 
that they would return to the 1948 
Armistice lines, it was evident that 
one day they would exercise their 
rights under Articles 6 and 7 of the 
Armistice Agreement to re-assume 
control of the coastal strip. But 
to state the matter thus is not to 
accept the justice of the award. 
The Gaza Strip, as Mr. Ben- 
Gurion said in the Knesset on 
Wednesday, “had never belonged 
to the Egyptians and their reoccu- 
pation of it is only an excuse for 
attacks or threats against Israel.” 
Justice was not done by the Fisen- 
hower-Hammarskjoeld award, and 
the unrest which is likely to result 
from that act will be a measure of 
its inadequacy. 

But these are still early days in the 
operation of the new arrangements. 
Undoubtedly, the Egyptians have 
overplayed their hand and thereby 
placed both America and the 
United Nations in an embarrassing 
position. The responsibility for 
maintaining order rests morally 
with President. Eisenhower and 
physically with the United Nations 


Emergency Force, whose task it is © 


to ensure security along the 
frontier. Perhaps it is not fair to 
prejudge the issue. It has yet to 
be seen whether the Egyptians will 
resume fedayeen raids against 
Israel.. They may feel that with 
Unef on their frontiers they 
can send their barids into Israel! 
with impunity, calculating that the 
israeli Army would not risk coming 
into conflict with United Nations 
troops by taking retaliatory 
measures, This is unlikely to be a 
sound argument, for one can hardly 
imagine that if the raids began 
again the Israelis would be deterred 
by such a consideration. Their 
mood of frustration and exaspera- 
tion would be far more likely to 
cause them to adopt a devil-may- 
care attitude which would stop at 
nothing. Indeed, Mr. Ben-Gurion 
has already given such a warning, 
and it is difficult to imagine that 
Colonel Nasser will again invite 
such a thrashing as he received in 
the Sinai Desert. 

Meanwhile, the Israelis and the 
world at large will watch the 
development of events in Gaza, 
expecting the worst but hoping that 
it will not happen. In Israel the 
Government has many other pre- 
occupations, and if by chance it 
should be. vouchsafed a_ short 


-period of calm it will be able to 


direct its energies to those pressing 
economic and immigration prob- 
lems crying out for attention. 


IDES OF MARCH 


Topay, March 15, is the 2,000th 
anniversary of the Ides of March, 


44 p.c.e., when Julius Cesar was 
slain. (it will be realised, of 
course, that the calendat makes no 
provision for a year 0 of the 


This news 
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Common Era; there is no such 
year.) The date of Caesar's assassi- 
nation has always been recognised 
as marking a _ turning-point in 
human history, and not least in the 
destinies of Jewry. The man who 
first put Britain on the map of 
world history likewise recognised 
the importance of the Jews to the 
Roman Empire. Many of his 
enactments, between the years 49 
and 44 p.c.t., showed his benevo- 
lence and friendship towards the 
Jews, both in Judea and in Rome, 
as also in Alexandria and other 
great centres of the Diaspora. His 
genius as a statesman enabled him 
to envisage the usefulness of Jewish 
collaboration in his far-seeing plans 
for the creation of a more compre- 
hensive body politic. Especially did 
he recognise their worth as inter- 
mediaries between the Orient and 
the Occident. Some historians have 
even asserted that his grant of reli- 
gious freedom to Jews was inspired 
by his belief that monotheistic 
Judaism could make a. specially 
valuable contribution towards the 
creation of a broader and more 
liberal empire. “He truly con- 
ceived,” says Renan, “liberty of 
conscience in a sense of absolute 
neutrality in the State, = as 
enlightened nations now do. He 
desired the freedom of all provin- 
cial worship, and, if he had lived, 
he doubtless would have prevented 
the reaction towards _ strictness 
which, from the days of Tiberius, 
led the central Government to insist 
on too much preponderance for 
the Roman worship.” However, 
on the fatal Ides of .March he was 
murdered by the conspirators at 
the meeting of the Senate in_ the 
Theatre of Pompey. At his funeral! 
in the Forum and at the subsequent 
lamentations over his. burial-place, 
the Jews -had good reason to 
demonstrate their deep feelings of 
mourning. And the Arch of Titus, 
that was erected alongside the 
Forum a little over a century later, 
stiH proclaims how disastrously the 
relations between Rome and Jewry 
changed after Crsar’s death, 


FUNDS FOR EDUCATION 


ENTHUSIASM is the first requisite 
of success in any worthy cause, and 
no one would deny that enthusiasm 
in the cause of the Jewish ediica- 
tion of our children is one of the 
chief virtues of Mr. S. S. Levin, 
Chairman of the London Board of 
Jewish Religious Education. Mr. 
Levin is the careful pilot of the 
Board's progress, and his steady 
persistence is one of the principal 
factors in the successful launching 
of the building plans of the 
Camden Town Comprehensive 
Secondary School, work on which 
has begun. This school will largely 
take the place of the former famous 
Jews’ Free School in the East End, 
which was destroyed during the war 
by German bombs. There will be 
much sympathy for Mr. Levin's 
plea that a campaign will soon have 
to be set on foot in the community 
for funds for the future mainten- 
ance of the school, although the 
initial building and maintenance 
will be largely looked after from 
the Jews’ Free School Trust Fund 
and the grants from the State and 
the London County Council. But 
in his speech describing these 
things to the Board meeting last 
week, Mr. Levio added: “I think 
also we are entitled to ask for the 
kind consideration of the Claims 
Conference, for Jews’ Free School 
is a genuine refugee, having been 
bombed and destroyed by the 
Nazis.” In previous comments on 
the matter of Anglo-Jewish claims 
on the funds of the Claims Con- 
ference, we have argued that such 
funds should go to the rehabilita- 


tion of those, or their heirs, who 
were the actual personal victims 


of the Nazis, and that local causes 
should look to local sources for 
support. While we have every 
sympathy for Mr. Levin's general 
plea for support, we must quarrel] 
with his description of the Jews’ 
Free School as“a genuine refugee.” 
Is it not beneath Anglo-Jewry’s 
dignity to seek in such a way for 
funds? If the community is not 
doing its duty, then fresh efforts are 
needed. at home to persuade it to 
do so—besides the education tax 
on synagogue seat rentals, the 
United Synagogue even now has 
announced that the Kashrus Com- 
mission is to levy a graduated fee 
on the catering of every Jewish 
simcha under its. supervision in 
London, which is estimated to 
benefit the Jewish Education Board 
by another £5,000 a year. There 
must be other ways, too, all better 
than appealing as a “ refugee”! 
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THE MEGILLA 
Outlet for Artistic 
Effort 


As has often been noted, Jews, 
who have been precluded for reli- 
gious reasons from making ~ graven 
images,” tended to turn their artistic 
attention to the embellishment of 
the Passover Hagada and of the 
Purim Megilla and the case in 
which it is contained. Thus many 
examples of such ritual objects, 
beautifully illuminated or decorated, 
have come down to us. ; 

The interesting Megilla case pic- 
tured on page | and here also belongs 
to Mr. J. Itson, of Hove. The Megilla 
in it seems to have been written in 
Poland at least 130 years ago, and 
probably in the cighteenth century. 
Incidentally, there are pencil notes in 
the margins mentioning various dates 
in the 1830s and 1840s. The words 
Polen (German for Poland) and 
hankactien (bank holdings), as well as 
the names of certain towns, including 
Livorno and Pest (Budapest), appear 
in handwriting which is similar to that 
formerly current among the German- 
speaking Galician Jews.

It would indeed be 
a great injustice and a tragedy Wf the 
remnants of the Jewish people who have 
inhabited Poland for 700 years should 
now be forced to flee the natural 
homeland.

“Immoral” Solution 


Sa,—Of all the objectionabic 
“solutions” of antisemitism the 
voluntary abandonment of Judaism is 
probably the most immoral. This was 
precisely the “ solution” put forward 
(implicitly) by Professor H. Levy 
during a discussion on the future of 
East European Jewry. According to 
your last issue, Professor Levy stated 
that we must make up minds 
whether we want to live in freedom 
and assimilate or whether we want to 
remain a distinct group in oppression. 

Morally, this thesis cannot command 
respect: prejudices should be overcome 
not evaded. Furthermore, recent evenis 
in Poland have shown that, factually, 
Professor Levys asservons afe unwar- 
ranted. Assimilation did not. offer the 
Polish Jews security or freedom. Even 
those who tried to emphasixc their 
devotion to the Communist cause by 
persecuting the Zionists with psycho- 

athological zest are std] rejected by the 
Polish people and the Polish Commu- 
nists. By an ironical twist of fate, the 
vicious anti-Zionists of yesterday are 
secking today asylum in Israel. 

On the other hand. the Jewish commu- 
nities in Britain, Franee, the U.S.A.., etc., 
though a “distinct group. enjoy an 
unprecedented degree of freedom. 

In the light of these facts one may 
well wonder whether its desirable to 
offer a Jewish platform to “Jewish” 
Communists. What are thew qualifica- 
ons ? Just returned from Russia ? 
Past experwace has confirmed that con- 
ducted tours of Communist countries 
are usually a source of confusion through 
unilateral information, . 

Of course, Professor Levy's report has 
created a stir——not so much through its 
contents, which only confirm what we 
know, but because it came from a Com- 
munist and as such was “ news.”, Is this 
a serious approach to the problem of 
East European Jewry? The shattering 
report of the American rabbis who 
visited the U.S.S.R. last year was hardly 
noticed by the national press, and Jewish 
organisations did not do very much 
about it. Why? For one thing, reports 
which criticise Russia are ofien mini- 
mised for the sake of the East European 
“hostage communities.” 

Whether the mildness or the absence 
of Jewish protests at the sysicmatic des- 
truction of Judaism in the Communist 
world docs in fact assist the “ hostage 
communities" is a problem which 
requires urgent reconsideration. 

One thing iS Clea! Jewry must defend 
uself, and defence should begin within 
our own communfty. “Jews who sup- 
port Communism—our worst enemy 
today—should be ostracised in public 
and in private.

THE MEANING OF 
SHATNEZ 


Cain and Abel 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisn CHRonicLe 


Sia,—-It will interest your corre- 
spondent, Mr. M. K. Ellenbogen, that 
the point raised in the first of his 
three questions, in his letter published 
in your last issue, is dealt with in 
chapter 21 of “Pirke de Rabbi 
Eliezer,” a Midrashic work ascribed 
to R. Eliezer b. Hyrcanus (second 
century). It is no doubt this passage 
that the poet C. N. Bialik had in 
mind when (in his essay ~“ Halachah 
and Aggadah,” published the 
English translation of Sir Leon Simon, 
London, 1944, page 20) he referred 
to “an early midrash which amaz- 
ingly hints [at the fact that] the 
raiment of the Hebrews, with the reli- 
gious rites associated with it, is the 
complete and sensible embodiment 
. the story of Cain and Abel.” 

See also his note on that page that 
“the prohibition of Shatnez is a remi- 
niscence of the ancient feud between the 
pastoral! _and the agricultural tribes,” 
and in particular his suggestion that the 
permission of Shatnez im the case of 
Tritrit was to give expression to the 
“covenant of peace” beiween the two 
warring sections of human society. (He 
might equally well have referred to the 
fact that some of the garmenis prescribed 
io be worn by the High Priest m the 
“ Temple of Peace’ were composed of 
Shainez.) 

It is interesting to reflect that the 
modern counterpart to the nomad and 
the farmer might be pone other than the 
proletarian and the man of property. The 
continued observance of the Biblical pro- 
hibition of Shatnez would thus constitute 
for the Jew of today a salutary reminder 
that. as long as the A/lassenkamp/ 
between capital and labour is not ulti- 
mately resolved in a just society the era 
of umversal peace is still as distant as

As an 
act of reparation on the part of 
Christendom for centuries of persecu- 
tion and an antidote against the still 
present poison of antisemitism, the 
whole celebration marks an epoch on 
the life of the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity and a contribution to the 
many-sided and united commonwealth 
of mankind. 

It would be invidious when all were 
worthy of their theme to single out 
any speaker for special praise.

STAMP NOTES 


News From All Quarters

the first decade of this century was 
the Rev. Harry S. Lewis, once des- 
cribed by Canon Barnett, Warden of 
Toynbee Hali, London, as “the 
Christian among us.” Lewis 
was succeeded by the Rev. Jacob 
Phillips, who gained wide esteem for 
his work on behalf of Jewish serving 
men during the First World War. 
On June 1, 1941, the Park Place 


Synagogue was totally destroyed 
through enemy action. The congrega- 
tion worshipped in the Cheetham 


Assembly Rooms for a few wecks and 
then moved to the centrally situated 
Houldsworth Hall. 

In 1948 a prefabricated synagogue 
was built on the Park Place site and 
catly in 1952 work on ovr present 
Synagogue in Jackson's Row was 
begun. Members of the congregation 
subscribed to the Lionel Blundell 
Building Fund, which, together with 
the war damage compensation for the 
Park Place Synagogue, enabled us to 
build a majestic House of Worship 
costing a £101,000. and enter it—in 
November, 1953—free of debt. 

Although the new synagogue is onl 
three years old it is already too small 
for the growing membership. The 
numerous cultural and social events 
held in the building are supported not 
only by the members but by a wide 
section of the Manchester Jewish 
community, A junior membership 
a nucleus from which future 

aders of the synagogue will emerge. 
A social circle holds gatherings for

cultural and entertainment purposes : 
and has within its framework a 
Musical Society which invites distin- 
wished artists to perform. The 

dies’ Guild canalises the feminine 
energy of the congregation, especially 
in charitable work. The Friendship 
Club, run by the latter organisation 
for elderly people regardless of creed, 
is one of its proud achievements. The 
Park Place Players produce plays of 
a high standard in the Community 
Hall, which also houses a youth club. 
Adult Education Classes and public 
lectures as well as a Luncheon Club 
are other regular features of congrega- 
tional lite. 

As a fitting consummation to a 
hundred years of existence the congre- 
gation has recently received from Mr. 
Alexander Levy a magnificent gift in 
the form of a large estate where even- 
tually a youth centre and a daughter 
congregation will be established. As 
believers in the “middle path” we 
hope that this will prove to be an 
additional means whereby we can 
continue our hundred years of service 
to the cause of Judaism in Manchester.

make the effort to go to synagogue to 
hear the reading of the Megillah. 


You know the Purim Megillah is 
the story of Esther, telling us how the 
Jews were delivered from the hand 
of the tyrant Haman by the inter- 
vention of Esther. the Queen. The 
Megillah itself is of great interest. It 
is written on strips of vellum, which 
are sewn together into one long piece 
which is rolled round a handle. It ts 
always rolled up when not in use, but 
when the Reader uses it in synagogue, 
he unfolds it all before he begins. 
The Rabbis suggest that the end is 
open so that you can see that wicked- 
ness has only a short run, and that 
goodness and God are there all the 
while and will triumph in the end. 


Making a Noise 


I expect vou all have a greger 
(rattle) that is used when Haman’s 
name is mentioned. ~ Why is this?” 
you ask. We are never supposed to 
make a sound m synagogue at any 
time. This is the reason. The extra 
passage read this (Sabbath 
of Remembrance) says, “ Thou shalt 
blot out the remembrance of Amalek 
from under heaven: thou shalt not 
forget.” Thus children have always 
tried to fulfil this commandment and 
Haman's name is never heard. 


There are other interesting things 
to note about the Megillah, Listen to 
the Chazan’'s voice when he is describ- 


ing the plight of the Jews. It is just 
like the mournful dirge tune used 
when reading another Megillah. 


Lamentations, that is read on Tisha 
B'Av. But when the Jews are trium- 
phant and Haman is disgraced, note 
the lively air. 


The Megillah itself is looked upon 
as a hymn of praise for God's care

Neustapt, West Germany 
A test case which may. have an 
important bearing on the compensa- 
tion claims of many victims of Nazism 
was decided by the Higher District 

Court here recently. 
it involved a claim by a Jewish woman 
who, iw 1945, returned to her former 
home in Germany from the Theresien- 
stadt concentration camp. Last Decem- 
her a court at Prankenthal ruled that 
she was not eligible to receive emergenc 


financial aid which, the judge stated. 
could be granted only to. victims of 
Nazism returning to Germany from 
abroad 


The High Court here has now over- 
ruled this decision and has ordered the 
Government of Rhincland-Palatinate to 
grant her 6,000 marks (about £500) as 
emergency aid. The judge stated that, 
m accordance with a provision of the 
Federal Indemnification Law, victims of 
Nazism returning from concentration 
camps are entitied to the same emer- 
gency aid as those who have returned 
to Germany from abroad.

JERUSALEM 


Dr. Nahum Goldmann, President of 
the World Zionist Organisation. said 
at a press Conference in Jerusalem on 
Tuesday that there were signs that 
Certain countries which at present did 
not permit Jewish emigration would 
shortly allow their Jewish citizens to 
leave for Israel.

If that 
proved successful they would auto- 
matically form themselves into a world 
Jewish organisation, he said. 

According to the J.T.A. Dr. Gold- 
mann also said that the WJC. was 
planning to send a delegation to Eastern 
Europe in the near future. The poss- 
bility of a return of East European 
Jewish organisations to the W.J.C. was 
not cntirely excluded, he stated.

dactrine.” -He stated that 77 political 


prisoners (detained by Isracl) had been 
released with 25 others. 

Mr.. Abba Eban, the Isracli .Ambas- 
sador to the U.S.A, who is recuperating 
in flonda after his recent. strenuous 
activities, has been recalled to his post 
in Washington immediately. Both there 
and in Jerusalem urgent representations 
are being made to the United States to 
take action against Egypi’s latest moves 
in view Of the part played by Anicrica 
in bringing about the Israch withdrawal, 
Ihe Israeh Government has asked the 
United States to bring pressure to bear 
on Mr. Hammarskjocid, the U.N. Secre- 
lary-General, to take the necessary steps 
to establish effective United Nations rule 
in the Gaza Strip and to instruct: Unef 
to stand firm agaist the atiempis of the 
L-gyptiahs to return. 

Last week the Israclis tried to persuade 
General Burns, Commander of Unef, to 
take over the Gaza Strip in stages over 
two or three weeks, thereby preventing 
Egypt from being given the opportunity 
io fill the vacuum created by - the 
departure of the Israeli forces and the 
occupation of the Strip by Unef. General 
Burns, however, refused this request, and 
as a result the unsettled situation in the 
Sirp ms deemed by the Israelis to be the 
fault of the U.N. to some extent. 

Almost everyone in Israel, with the 
exception of the Conmunists, believes 
that the withdrawal was a mistake which 
will have to be paid for sooner or later 
with the shedding of more blood. 


ISRAEL’S REQUEST TO

The Israeli Government have urged 
the United States to take immediate 
and drastic action to halt the present 
trend in the Gaza Strip, according to 
Israeli officials here.

light for a retura to Gaza and to the 
conditions that prevailed there before 
last October,” one Istacli senior ‘official

FRENCH CONCERN OVER 
GAZA

PARIS 

Mr. Y. Tsur,.. the Israeli Ambas- 
sador to France, in the course of his 
45-minute meeting with M. Pineau, the 
Foreign Secretary, here this week. 
expressed his country’s concern at (hic 
dangerous turn of events in the Gaza 
Strip. 

it is understood that M. Pincau. 
referring to the receat Washington talks, 
pointed out the need for strong diplo- 
matic action to be taken by the Great 
Powers, and disclosed that France had 
immediately got in touch with her allics. 
the United Sates in particular, with a 
view to concerted measures being taken 
to meet the perilous situation created by 
the Egyptian move. 

Commenting on Israel's contention that 
an Egyptian return to Gaza would con- 
stitute a breach of the arrangements 
whereby Isracl had agreed to withdraw 
her forces, a Quai @Orsay spokesman 
said: “ Isracl’s stand is pin y logical.
